FORTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE' 
BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

For  the  Year  1943. 


The  Board  of  Governors  begs  to  submit  to  the  Governors, 
Donors,  and  Subscribers  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1943. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Board  records  the  deaths  of 
Mrs.  M.  D.  Martin,  a  Vice-President,  a  Life  Governor,  and 
a  Foundation  Governor;  Mr.  S.  H.  Haysom,  a  Life 
Governor,  and  a  Foundation  Governor;  Mr.  A.  Stokes,  J.P., 
a  Life  Governor,  and  a  Foundation  Governor;  Mrs.  R.  WL 
Moger,  a  Life  Governor,  and  Honorary  Librarian  of  the 
Hospital;  Mr.  A.  E.  Francis;  Mr.  J.  N.  Guiver ;  and  Mr. 
W.  H.  Salter,  Foundation  Governors;  and  Mr.  A.  Negus, 
Porter  at  the  Hospital.  To  the  relatives  of  these  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen  the  Board  extends  deepest  sympathy. 

The  Board  regrets  to  report  the  resignation  of  Mr.  T.  M. 
Tomlinson,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Governing  Body 
since  the  Hospital  opened  in  1902. 

The  vacancy  on  the  Board  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Tomlinson  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  G.  W. 
Stewart. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  H.  Pratt, 
J.P.,  on  Military  Service,  Mr.  V.  E.  Ballard  was  appointed 
as  Acting-Treasurer. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  is  shown  in 
detail  on  pages  14  and  26.  These  figures  show  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  work  of  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital  as  compared  with  any  year  since  the  outbreak  of 
War. 

“A”  Ward,  which  had  been  out  of  use  since  the  Hospital 
was  damaged  by  Enemy  Action  in  October,  1940,  was 
completely  restored  during  the  year,  and  opened  as  a  First- 
Aid  |Post  on  the  1st  October. 

“  C  ”  Ward,  which  has  also  been  out  of  action  since 
October,  1940,  is  now  in  course  of  restoration  and  will 
shortly  be  available  for  the  reception  of  patients.  When 
this  work  is  completed,  all  the  Wards  of  the  Hospital  will 
be  in  use  once  again.

“  Florence  Bethell  ”  Ward,  which  was  completed  as  a 
Maternity  Ward  in  May,  1940,  but  subsequently  used  for 
General  patients  and  Air-Raid  Casualties,  was  opened  for 
the  admission  of  Maternity  patients  on  the  1st  November. 
The  opening-  ceremony,  on  6th  November,  was  performed 
by  the  Deputy-Mayor  of  East  Ham,  Alderman  J.  W. 
Barton,  J.P.,  who  was  accompanied  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  The 
Lord  Bishop  of  Barking. 

The  opening  of  this  Ward  as  a  Maternity  Unit  decreased 
the  number  of  available  beds  in  the  Hospital  from  143  to  123. 
This  figure,  however,  will  be  increased  to  131  on  the 
re-opening  of  “  C  ”  Ward. 

The  function  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  was 
extended  during  the  year  by  the  opening  of  an  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  on  the  8th  December. 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  and  Balance  Sheet 
will  be  found  on  pages  22  and  24.  The  Board  is  pleased 
to  report  that  as  a  result  of  the  year’s  work  the  General 
Fund  Deficit  was  reduced  from  £3,374  15s  Od.  to  £1,826 
4s.  8d. ;  the  Buildings  and  Equipment  Fund  Deficit  was 
increased  from  £11,418  19s.  9d.  to  £11,610  3s.  3d.  ;  the 
Endowment  Fund  was  increased  from  £3,511  10s.  6d.  to 
£5,005  14s.  lOd.  ;  and  the  Samaritan  Fund  was  reduced 
from  £68  0s.  4d.  to  £64  9s.  3d.,  a  total  improvement  of 
£2,848  0s.  Id.  as  compared  with  31st  December,  1942. 

The  Rushcliffe  Reports  on  Nurses’  and  Mid  wives’ 
Salaries  and  Emoluments,  and  the  Hetherington  Report  on 
Domestic  Wages  and  Conditions  of  Employment,  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Hospital.

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  patients  are  admitted  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Patients  are  asked  to  contribute,  according  to  their  means, 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

The  Hospital  contains  5  single  bed  Private  Wards.  The 
charge  for  these  rooms  is  5  guineas  per  week.  Special  Nurses, 
Laundry,  Massage,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations  or  any 
Special  Treatment  ordered,  are  extra  charges.  In  addition  there 
is  a  fee  for  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case,  the 
amount  of  the  fee  to  be  arranged  with  the  Physician  or  Surgeon 
concerned. 

The  Hospital  also  contains  8  Curtained  Cubicles  (4  Male  and 
4  Female).  The  charge  for  these  cubicles  is  5  guineas  per  week, 
inclusive  of  any  extras  and  Medical  or  Surgical  fees. 

Patients  will  be  seen  in  private  consultation  at  the  Hospital, 
by  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  at  a  minimum  fee 
of  1  guinea,  exclusive  of  any  special  investigations  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends  on  Thurs¬ 
days,  3-4  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-4.30  p.m.  on  production  of  card 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ward  sister.  Husbands  may 
visit  their  wives  on  Wednesdays,  8-8.30  p.m.  Special  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  parents  to  visit  their  children. 

Children  under  14  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the  Wards  without 
special  permission. 

Ministers  of  Religion  may  visit  their  parishioners  every  after¬ 
noon  between  3  and  5  p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

No  organisation  or  private  individual  may  use  the  name  of  the 
East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  for  any  effort  in  collecting  money 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  a  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  each  effort  shall  be  sent  toi  the  Secretary  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Hospital  within  a  reasonable  time. 

The  Secretary  Superintendent  will  always  be  pleased  for  the 
Hospital  to  be  shown  to  any  who  are  interested  in  its  work.
